Toluntocr rescuing parties kept up 
thoir work at the Park Slip pit, Brldg- 
ond, WfUcH, tho RCOOO of the disastrous 
explosion Friday, They worked with 
a will nnd removed an ouormoun quan- 
tity of dobrlfl from the mlno. At n 
o'clock yoBtordoy morning they had 
punotratvd 000 yards Into the main 
fllmft In all this diatanca not a sign 
of llfo was discovered, but hero and 
there the hotly of n minor was found. 
Somo of tho men had died in tho very 
act of using thoir picks. Ton bodies 
wor« recovered of men who men in- 
Htnut death.

DooldoA to Tall the Truth About It. 


HKHI.IN, Aug. 3D.— At n conference of 


the ministry of tho Uitorior Saturday U 


vas flcclded to publish daily tho num- 
)cr of caeca of cholera reported throug-h- 
out Germany. This fact became known 
last evening and will be made public 
officially to-day. 


The ministry of tho interior took this 


action at the suggestion of tho emperor, 
who believes that the plague can be 
fought moro advantageously If 
the 


people understand tho exact nature of 
tho peril to which they aro exposed. 
In rierlin, especially, this course is rc- 
gared aa advisable, bocanso a panic can 
be avoided by tho publication of all 
the facta The city was never cloaner 
or healthier and with proper preventive 
measures it probably can bo kept com- 
paratively free from tho infection. A 
general order will bo given out to re- 
place all general orders to railway offi- 
cials in the matter of disinfection. 


Uoports from Hamburg show that 


the uneasiness tn that city is increas- 
ing. 
Tlioro has bcon no panio as yet, 


and up to yesterday afternoon compar- 
atively few citizens hod loft with their 
families. 
Lost evening, however, it 


was reported that an express train had 
arrived with 400 persons from Ham- 
burg. The former policy of the Ham- 
burg authorities in suppressing news 
concerning tho disease is to a large ox- 
tont responsible for this exodus. The 
people placo little confidence in tho 
reports 
now 
given out, bcllov- 


ing 
that 
the 
number 
of vic- 


tims 
Is 
purposely 
misrepresented 


and that tho mortality Is Increasing 
rapidly. In the absence of a record 
which the people trust, exaggerated 
rumors have boon circulated since 
Saturday evening, and many who had 
resolved to stay at home havo suddenly 
moved out with their families. 


Tho persons arriving yesterday after- 


noon say there is also a general eus- 
piolon that tho sanitary authorities arc 
Inefficient, although such an authority 
as Prof. Koch, who was in Hamburg 
several days, approved of tho measures 
taken by them to stay the progress of 
tho disease. 


From other parts of Germany reports 


of isolated cases of cholera or cholerine 
havo boon received, but there Is appar- 
ntly no indication of a general spread- 
ing of the disease. A regiment at Mctz 
is suffering from cholerine. 


Tho principal cause of apprehension 


now is that a panic may develop In 
Hamburg and tho partial scattering of 
the city's population to other parts of 
Germany may produce infection in dis- 
tricts hitherto untouched. 


Tho Oriels In the Cotton Trade. 


LONDON, Aug. BW.—Tho crisis in tho 


cotton trade is increasing In gravity. 
Tho loss SUP tainted in tho operation of 
certain plants amounts from a fourth 
to throe-eighths of a penny in tho : 
pound, The operatives refuse to uc- 
ocpt a reduction in wages, and main- 
tain that a reduced output is tho proper 
remedy. The Influential Cotton Factory 
Times, commenting on tho proposals 
for hhort time with reduced wages, 
says it beliovos that if the workers had 
boon consulIttul at the outset thoy would 
havo accepted it, but It is doubtful If 
they" would now. 


A well-Informed writer in tho Man- 


chester Guardian snyh that the chief 
difficulty is to be expected fw>m tho 
parvonu section of employers, originally 
workers themselves; who seem bent 
upon crushing tho unions by exhaust- 
ing thoir funds in striken. Tho Guard- 
Ian deprecates finch an effort, and holds 
that experience teaches tlmt employers 
and employed must co-opt1 rate in reach- 
ing a modus vlvondi sooner or later. It 
urges employers to soeuro the pood-will 
of the workers at onco, believing that 
the employee will be willing to assist in 
minimizing disaster. 
If this course had 


been pursued earlier, the eight hours 
agitation, now Hiieh an absorbing prob- 
lem, might have boon avoided. 


InveBtigntod, With the Usual Kegult, 
CoNRTANTiNoi'LK, Aug. 29.—The Porte 


recently ordered an investigation -to be 
made into tho burning of the house of 
tho Uov. Mr. Ilartlott, an American 
missionary at IJourdour, in Asia Minor, 
and a reply has boon received showing 
that its destruction was duo to tho care- 
L'ssness of an American servant, and 
not to tho fanaticism of the natives. 
Tho report states that Mr. Ilartlett's 
life In not In danger In any way. The 
Turkish officials believe that tho United 
States government will accept this ex- 
planation of tho matter.

The Rio Qrando to be Dammod (or Irri- 
gation Purpose*. 


Er. PASO, Tex,, Aug. 20.—A company 


has been incorporated under tho laxvs ol 
Now Mexico for tho purpose of putting 


itf international rtam across tho Uto 


Grande for tho purpoHcs*of irrigation 
both in Mexico and tho United States. 
William Hamilton, of Now York, is at 
the head of tho project and tho company 
is Incorporated with a capital of $1(V 
000.000. 


The dam will bo built about five 


miles above El Paso, in tho mountain 
gatoway. It will be 500 feet long, of 
solid masonry from oliffto cliff, resting 
on a solid limestone foundation, and 
will bo seventy-five feet high, 


Col. Adson Mills, of tho united States 


corps of onginoors, estimates the cost of 
tho dam at MOO,000. 


Thore. will bo two double iron gates 


on tho Texas side of tho canyon and 
two of precisely tho same size and pat- 
torn on the Mexican side. From those 
gates two canals will be cut through 
the rock, following the bluff on the 
Tcfcas and Mexican sides, capable oi 
carrying a volume of water twenty 
feet wide and ton feet deep. Col. Mills 
estimated thn full cost of the completed 
system at fts,AOO,000. 


The construction of this dam will 


create an inland lake fifteen miles long 
aiul about five miles wide, with an av- 
erage depth of twenty-five foot.

argu reservoirs will bo constructed on 
both sides of tho canyon above also to 
replenish tho lake from time to timo 
and keep it up to hlffh-wator mark.
